SIXTY-TWO PERSONS ARE DEAD. 



Death List May Exceed 70 as Many 
of the 162 Injured Are in 
a Serions Coudition. 



The Crowded Coaches of One Train 
Were Crushed Like Eggahella — 
0ns of ths Engineers Evident- 
ly Disobeyed Orders. 



Kooxville, Tenn., Sept. 26.— Running 
on a railroad in a supposedly high cun- 
ditieli of maintenaaee, and liaviug 
about them STcry safeguard known to 
modem railroading, two trains on the 
Southern railway, carryinsr heavy lists 
of paBsenptTB, came toRether in a 
frightful head-end collision near 
Hodges, Tenn., Saturday. 

The appalltng loss of life and maim- 
ing of the llvRifr resulted apparently 
fronrj the (Iisrcr;ariliiiK of orders nivt'ii 
to the two trains to meet at a station 
which has for a long time been their 
regular meeting point. ' 

The claim of failure to see either the 
Rtafion or signals ran not he set np by 
the encinter of the westbound train 
were he alive to enter a plea of de- 
fense, as the accident happened in 
broad daylight, and, according to the 
best Information obtainable, he had 
the order in a little frame in front of 
blun as his monster of iron and sK el 
rushed by Newmarl<et Station and 
soon after came full upon an 
eastbound jpassenger train making for 
Newmarket. In compliance with in- 
structions to meet the westbound train 
which carried the sleepers from the 
east for Knoxviiie, Chattanooga and 
other southern cities. 

The possibility exists that the ill- 
fkted engineer may have been asleep, 
or that death had suddenly taken the 
sight from hie eyes before Newmarket 
was reached. But nothing is known 
save that the orders were not obeyed. 
The trains were on time and not mak- 
iair orer 95 miles an hour, yet the im- 
pact as they rounded a curve and 
came suddenly upon each other was 
frightful. Both engines and the major 
portions of both trains were demolish- 
ed, and why the orders were disre- 
garded or misinterpreted will never 
be known, as the engineen of the two 
trains were crushed, their bodies re- 
maining for hours under the wreckage 
of the monster locomotives. 

The death list as a result of the fear 
ful wreck had grown Sunday night to 
68 and it will probably exceed 70 be 
fore Tuesday, as many of the Injured 
are in a serious condition and nior* 
deaths will occur at the hospital. Sun 
day there were six deaths at that In 
stltution. the last one occurring at i 
o'clock Sunday night, when M. P. Oant 
a prominent 'North Carolinian, residinf 
at Shelby, N. C, passed away. Othert 
who died Sunday at the hospital were 
the two colored firemen, two littU 
girls and Nep Miller, colored, of J(din 
son City. To the list of dead therr 
must be added an unknown infant 
found Sunday at the scene of th« 
wreck and two other unidentified 
bedies. 

A force of IfiO men toiled all da.\ 
long at the scene of the wreck. Before 
2 o'clock Sunday morning the track 
was clear for through trains, but It 
required many hours to clear the de 
bris. 

Engineers Parmtt and Kane w< rc 
found beneath their engines, but tliei: 
l)odie8 were not badly crushed. Small 
fragments of bodies were found in 
many Instances Sunday, but it is 
thought that they belong to bodies al 
ready found and brought to this city, 
One little baby was found by the 
wreckers, but that was all. 

The cause of the terrible loss of life 
in the heavy eastbound train was ex 
plained Sunday. It seems that th*; 
second coach ploughed its way Info a 
bank In such a manner that the othtir 
cara were jammed Into. It and pushed 
on by the weight of the heavy Pull 
mans, were crushed like eggshells. 

Physicians nt tlic hospital stated 
Sunday night that of the long list of 
injured which they have in their care 
it Is probable that not more than four 
' will dlo. Hie complete list of injured 
at ilT«i Jt>y the railroad offlDlals shows 
a total of 162, but this, includes all pei^ 
sons who were only slightly hurt or 
scratched.

Naples, Sept. 26.— The eruption of 
Mount Vesuvius continties to Increase

Che Foo, Sept 26.— As a result of 
the battle before Port Arthur which 
began on September 19, the Japanese 
succeeded in capturing several impor 
tant positions and Sunday the Rus- 
sian tenure of the big forts guarding 
the north, northeast and northwest 
sides of the town was seriously threat 
ened. Chinese information places the 
Japanese losses under 3.000 for the 
three days' fighting and this compara- 
tively siiiitll casualty list is due lo ih<' 
excessive care used by the Japanest; 
in making their preparations for the 
advance. Russian sources, however, 
claim to have information that the 
.lapanese loss« s were unusually severe, 
amounting to fully three times the 
ntmiber nienti<m(d aluAe 

Possibly the most important capture 
during the three days' fighting was 
that of Fort Kuropatkin, which, while 
of minor value with regard to pre- 
ventiuir tlu entrance into the town o! 
the Japanese, had been constructed 
for the purpose of protecting the 
source of the garrison's water supply. 
The control of this . water supply is 
now in the bands of the Jai)anese. 

As was aiint)unced in these dis- 
patches on September 20 the battle 
began before daybreak on September 
19. At this hour the citizens and the 
garrison of Port Arthur, after the en- 
joyment of weeks of comparative se 
curity, awoke to the thunderous re- 
ports (if artillery along the line ex- 
tending from the west of Its moun 
tains to Riplung and Klkwan moun- 
tains. This waa but a preface to the 
assault which was destined to result 
la the capture of three new and im- 
portant Russian posit ions, together 
with six small but annoying ff)rt8 ly- 
ing between Shushiyen and Rihiung 
mountain. During the day and night 
of the lUth and until noon of the 20th 
the bombardment continued without 
cessation and the many shells fallin;.; 
from quarters which previously bail 
been silent, made it obvious that the 
■Japanese had at last succeeded eithe" 
in mounting heavy guns in new . posi- 
tions or in strengthening their old po 
fiitions. 

At noon on Seiitember 2>i the .lapan- 
ese right and (eritt r, the tdiii.i i- liein..^ 
to the west and the latter to the east 
of the railroad, commenced the ad- 
vance. The troops made use of tUo 
trenches and Infrequent natural cover 
that lay in tlieir way. The stnall fivrls 
to the south of Shushiyen resisted this 
advance but briefly, their garrisons uot 
being strong numerically. Since ^Ue 
beginning of the bombardment the ar- 
tillery Are from Fort Kuropatkin had 
been growing steadily weaker, and it 
having become apjiareut that it had 
been practically silenced, the Japa» 
ese assaulted the fort. 

At 5 o'clock of the afternoon of the 
20th the Japanese captured a supple- 
mentary fort which from the low-r 
ground threatens the fort on Itz luouti- 
tain. This ended the h«avy flgbtiri'? 
for that day, although the Japanese 
later were compelled to resist several 
sorties. 

During the night the hcsvy bombard 
ment of the Russian positioiis eouiiii- 
ued, the Japanese flre being directed 
with particular vigor against anothtir 
supplementary fort, 5.000 yards to th9 
west of the fort on Itz motmtain, and 
regarded as highly important because 
of its bearing on the If/ and Aushu 
mountain forts. The next day. after 
having pounded t'his i)Osition unmerci- 
fully and until Its flre hal slackened 
visibly, the Japenese delivered their 
assault. They met with a stubborn 
resistance. Thoy were exposed to the 
fire of ma<:hine guns and liiles and 
they made frantic efforts to reach the 
crest of the slope. They leaped over 
trenches and embankments and tore 
down the entanglements in their path 
until at length they entered the fort. 
Tke Russian troops there refused to 
desert their position, even in the face 
of the supt-rlor numbers which con- 
fronted' them, and desperate liand-io- 
hand fighting occurred inside the fort. 
Kventually almost the entire Russian 
garrison was either killed or wounded.
